Indiana WPA To 
Drop Many Men 
Early In Month 


Administra to r Jenning s An­ 
no unces 5 ,0 0 0 Will Be 
La id Off fro m Re­ 
lief Jo bs. 


Indianapolis, April 27 (>P) — 
Indiana Works Progress Admin­ 
istration officials prepared to­ 
day to lay off 5,000 more work­ 
ers May 8, while charges of pol­ 
itics in their agency again were 
made and denied. 
Adm inistrator John K. Jen­ 
nings said the 5,000 wou ld be 
discharged from projects “ov er­ 
crowded or less u sefu l th an oth­ 
ers” becau se of a shortage of 
fu nds. 
The new lay offs will make a 
total of more than 12,000 dis­ 
missals since congress appropri­ 
ated $100,000,000 last m onth to 
ru n WPA u ntil Ju ly 1 — $50,000,- 
000 less than President Roose­ 
v elt asked. 
Jennings said he cou ld not 
su pply Rep. George W. Gillie 
(R-Ind) with nam es and salaries 
of non-relief WPA employ es in 
the Fort Way ne district, as the 
F ort Way ne congressman re­ 
qu ested. 
Gillie wrote Jennings y ester­ 
day he needed the inform ation 
for u se in a congressional in­ 
v estigation of the Indiana WPA 
he and six other Indiana Repu b­ 
lican representativ es are seek­ 
ing‘s He said he had heard 
nu merou s 
com plaints 
abou t 
WPA su perv isors and adm inis­ 
trators. 
Jennings replied Col. F. C. 
Harrington, WPA adm inistrator, 
had prohibited officers in his 
agency from making su ch in­ 
form ation pu blic. 
He said he 
was tu rning Gillie’s requ est ov er 
to Dallas Dort, assistant adm in­ 
istrator, in W ashington. 
The state adm inistrator told 
Gillie he had warned precinct 
committeemen and other polit­ 
ical workers th a t they m u st qu it 
their party posts if they wanted 
to stay on WPA and said, “to 
the best of ou r knowledge, no 
su ch persons are now employ ed 
by the WPA of Indiana.”

The am ou nt of tax dedu cted 
from the employ e’s wages, u nder 
the law, is to be held in a special 
fu nd for the United States Gov ­ 
ernm ent, and the employ er is 
considered to be only an agent 
collecting the employ e’s tax , Mr. 
Sm ith said.

Prospects of a national shu tdown 
in the coal indu stry nex t week 
grew more threatening today as 
negotiators reported no progress 
toward agreem ent on either a 
bitu minou s or anthracite con­ 
tract. 
More th an 330,000 m iners in 
eight states hav e been idle since 
the two-y ear basic Appalachian 
soft 
coal 
agreem ent 
ex pired 
M arch 31. 
The three-y ear hard coal con­ 
tract, cov ering 100,000 Pennsy l­ 
v ania anthracite miners, ex pires 
a t m idnight Su nday . 
No a r­ 
rangem ents hav e been m ade to 
continu e work u nder tem porary 
agreements. 
CIO President John L. Lewis 
also has ordered 130,000 soft coal 
diggers in 13 states ou tside the 
Appalachian region to cease work 
May 5 u nless a new bitu minou s 
agreem ent is signed before th a t 
date. 
In W ashington, Secretary of 
Labor Perkins said there was 
enou gh soft coal abov e grou nd 
for 25 day s bu t the su pply was 
“spotty ,” creating emergencies in 
some commu nities and indu s­ 
tries. 
After listening for two day s to 
the v iewpoints of mine operators 
and United Mine Workers rep­ 
resentativ es, 
deadlocked 
since 
M arch 14 in their attem pt to sign 
a bitu minou s contract, Dr. John 
R. Steelman, chief federal labor 
m ediator, said: 
“I’m ready to begin attem pts 
to find a way to bridge the gap 
th a t has been keeping the two 
parties from reaching an u nder­ 
standing.” 
The sole barrier lies in the CIO 
mine u nion’s dem and for elim­ 
ination of strike penalty clau ses, 
which Lewis feels m u st be drop­ 
ped to enable his organization to 
protect itself against the riv al 
AFL u nion. 
At a nearby m eeting place, the 
anthracite operators hav e re­ 
jected 18 u nion demands, inclu d­ 
ing one for a wage increase. 
There were reports th a t the 
operators were ready ing 12 cou n­ 
ter proposals calling for less pay , 
longer hou rs, elim ination of the 
checkoff sy stem and inclu sion 
for the first tim e of strike pen­ 
alty clau ses in the anthracite 
contract.

Ray bu rn o f Tex as, the ho u se 
fio o r leader, and at least the 
stro ng 
acq u iescence 
o f 
Vice- 
President Garner. Bo th are high­ 
ly p o tent facto rs o n Cap ito l Hill. 
Po liticians watching the flo w 
o f ev ents in co ngress say there 
is a lessening o f tensio n amo ng 
Demo crats and ascribe this in 
p art, at least, to the effo rts o f 
Farley and Ray bu rn. 
As sy mp to ms o f this chang­ 
ing sentiment, they p o int to 
stro ng Demo cratic su p p o rt be­ 
ing acco rded President Ro o se­ 
v elt’s go v ernment reo rganizatio n 
p ro gram and to the almo st so lid 
mu ster o f ho u se Demo crats last 
week behind the bill to renew 
the President’s mo netary p o w­ 
ers. 
A lu ncheo n last week, o n the 
senate side bro u ght sev eral Dem­

Very little change was made 
in the starting, tu rning and sig­ 
nal laws fo r mo to rists when the 
laws were re-co dified at the last 
sessio n o f the General Assembly 
bu t many p o ints were 
made 
clearer, To dd Sto o p s, secretary - 
manager o f the Ho o sier Mo to r 
Clu b said to day . He co ntinu ed: 
“Arm signals req u ired mu st 
be giv en fro m the left side o f the 
v ehicle, as fo llo ws: 
Left tu rn: Left hand and arm 
ex tended ho rizo ntally . 
Right tu rn: Left fo rearm raised 
p erp endicu larly and and at right 
angle to the main arm. 
Sto p , decreased sp eed, o r back: 
Left hand and arm ex tended in 
a ho rizo ntal p o sitio n and mo v ing 
it u p and do wn in a v ertical di­ 
rectio n. 
“Signals may be giv en by a sig­ 
nal lamp o r signal dev ice bu t 
when a v ehicle is so co nstru cted 
o r lo aded that arm and hand 
signal canno t be seen fro m fro nt 
and rear the signals mu st be giv ­ 
en by a lamp o r dev ice. 
“Driv ers desiring to makev a 
right tu rn at an intersectio n 
shall make it as clo se as p racti­ 
cal to the rig ht hand cu rb. Left 
tu rns shall be made a t a p o int 
nearest to the center o f the ro ad 
and so as to leav e the intersec­ 
tio n to the rig ht o f the center 
line o f the ro ad being entered.

JOB INSURANCE FOR STRIKERS 
Officials o f eight states in the so ft-co al pro ­ 
du cing area hav e tentativ ely ru led that they will 
no t pay u nemplo y ment insu rance to miners who 
may be made idle by the deadlo ck between Jo hn 
Lewis’ United Mine Wo rkers and the co al o per­ 
ato rs. 
These states are West Virginia, Illino is, Utah, 
New Mex ico , Co lo rado , Ohio , Arkansas and Indi­ 
ana. In the state o f Pennsy lv ania, stro ngho ld 
o f the United Mine Wo rkers, it was said definite­ 
ly that benefits wo u ld be paid and in io wa it was 
declared flatly that the miners wo u ld no t be paid. 
In the o ther states it was simply po inted o u t 
that their laws pro hibited u nemplo y ment benefit 
pay ments if wo rkers beco me idle becau se o f 
“strikes” o r labo r dispu tes. 
This is the fo u rth week in which wo rk has been 
su spended in eight states, and Lewis has called a 
strike in 14 o ther states, beginning May 5, which 
will add 150 tho u sand to the 34 0 tho u sand no w 
idle. 
The situ atio n is beco ming mo re acu te ev ery 
day . Many impo rtant railro ads find their rev ­ 
enu e rapidly decreasing becau se the co al, which 
co nstitu tes a large part o f their car lo adings, is 
no t fo rthco ming and many o f them see the su p­ 
plies fo r their o wn u se diminishing to the v anish­ 
ing po int. The interu rban transpo rtatio n sy s­ 
tem o f New Yo rk city may so o n hav e to su spend. 
The White Ho u se and o ther pu blic bu ildings 
wo u ld be chilly in case o f a co ld spell u nless they 
so o n get mo re co al. 
The American peo ple are no t in sy mpathy with 
Jo hn Lewis and his mine wo rkers in this stru g­ 
gle and if real hardship and su ffering co me the 


feeling will beco me bitter. There is no t the slight­ 
est difference between the miners and the o p­ 
erato rs as to wages, ho u rs o r co nditio ns o f labo r. 
The o perato rs are ready to ex tend the o ld co n­ 
tracts, which ex pired April 1. 
Bu t the mine wo rkers are demanding the elim­ 
inatio n o f the so -called “penalty ” clau ses. Tho se 
clau ses pro v ide that in case o f a strike in v io la­ 
tio n o f the co ntract the miners shall be penal­ 
ized $1 to $2 a day each. If the o perato rs shu t 
do wn the mines in v io latio n o f the co ntract they 
are to be penalized $4 a day fo r each miner. 
The av erage lay man pro bably feels that the 
co ntract is entirely fair and has a stabilizing in­ 
flu ence. It is po inted o u t that in the anthracite 
co al indu stry there is no su ch penalty clau se and 
in that indu stry there hav e been mo re strikes 
than in the so ft-co al mines, altho u gh the nu m­ 
bers engaged in mining hard co al are insignifi­ 
cant co mpared to tho se in the so ft-co al mines. 
The real tru th is that the deadlo ck is a stru g­ 
gle between Jo hn Lewis and William Green. The 
American Federatio n o f Labo r has o rganized a 
miners u nio n which has a large membership and 
Lewis is try ing to set u p the clo sed sho p fo r his 
United Mine Wo rkers o f America. 
The o perato rs do no t feel that su ch a co ntract 
is in the pu blic interest o r in the interest o f tho se 
who want to wo rk. They feel they are making 
a stand in the interest o f the general welfare as 
well as themselv es. 
Fo r the American tax pay er to hav e to su ppo rt 
these idle miners while a ju risdictio nal strike, o r 
a stru ggle fo r the clo sed sho p, go es o n seems a 
little raw and pu blic pressu re will pro bably get 
in behind the states which hav e “tentativ ely ” 
decided no t to pay u nemplo y ment benefits.
